E*Pre*ident Tells Jury His 
Experi­ 


ences With Barnes, Who Sneered at 


People’s Capacity to Rule. 


^Syracuse, N. Y., April 21. — More 
than once, while Theodore Roosevelt 
was testifying against William Barnes, 
ut Albany, Mr. Barnes quivered with 
cold rage and looked us if he could 
have leaped straight at the man from 
whose lips words of denunciation and 
insinuation were pouring in a perfect 
stream. 
"Ho 
told 
me," snapped 
Colonel 
Roosevelt, as lie bit off every word 
aud shot u lt his chin like a bulldog, 
.‘‘that the people were not fit to gov­ 
ern themselves; that they must he 
run by party organizations and that 
you can’t have organizations or lead­ 
ers unless you have money.” 
At that moment every man in the 
courtroom understood that there could 
he no compromise between these two 
men, who hate each other bitterly. 
How deeply that 
bitterness 
goes 
one realized when Colonel Roosevelt 
was lulled to the witness stand (and 
oddly enough he was called as a wit­ 
ness for Barnes) and was permitted 
by Justice Andrews, as a mutter of 
law, to tell the jury the nature or 
various conversations lie had with Mr. 
Barnes when he was governor of New 
York state ami president of the Unit­ 
ed States. 
That Colonel Roosevelt was permit­ 
ted to rake back into the political his­ 
tory of the past sixteen years was a 
vital thing in the case, because it gave 
him his chance to prove that there 
was justification for saying last year 
that Mr. Burlies was a link between 
crooked business and ( rooked politics. 
It gave him a chance to tell the jury,, 
almost in so many words, that he, as 
governor, had stood for honest gov* 
eminent and open dealing, and Mr. 
Barnes, as the lieutenant of Senator 
Platt, sneered at the people’s capa­ 
city to rule, fought against the fran­ 
chise tax bills, argued that corpora­ 
tion* bad a right to * ontribute to both 
parties aud must be protected by the 
Republican organization. 
Roosevelt drove home his points, I 
that Barnes was a frank advocate of ^ 
"protecting" corporation contributors, 
that Barnes believed In bos* rule aud 
that Barnes had admitted that there 
was always the possibility of a com­ 
bination of organization Republicans 
aud organization Democrats acting to­ 
gether to de!oat unwelcome measures. 
(’oloriel Roosevelt said that at nu­ 
merous times while he was governor, 
from Jan. I, 1889, until Jan. I, HHH. 
he had < onversations with Mr. Barnes, 
who was then Boss Piatt's lieutenant, 
concerning measures he was anxious 
to have put through the legislature; 
that Mr. BarBnes had told him that 
Senator Platt objected to the fran­ 
chise tax bills because certain busi­ 
ness men of great power in New Y'ork 
would be unfavorably 
affected, and 
ttiut Mr. Barnes said Senator Platt 
was right. 
That Speaker Nixon, of the aspern 
Lly, had torn up a special message 
tent to the legislature on the first 
franchise lax bill, and that Barnes 
had told him ( Roosevelt) that he was 
foolish to expect the speaker and Mt. 
Alldh to act without orders from the 
organization. 
Mr. Barnes had told him it was ne­ 
cessary to protect the big business in­ 
terests, because they would not make 
contributions to a party tailing to pro­ 
tect them, and that without such con­ 
tributions organizations were impos­ 
sible. 
Mr. Barnes had told him the people 
were not tit to govern themselves, bul 
had to ne governed by party organi­ 
zations aud tnat you couldn’t have 
organizations 
or 
leaders 
without 
money.

In less than an hour the building 
was a roaring torch that lit Paterson 
for blocks about. Hundreds of frame 
dwellings iii the neighborhood w*ere 
threatened.

It was four stor­ 
ies high. Included dwelling quarters 
and u saloon, and has been the scene 
of all big strike meetings for years.

Rome, April 21.—Within the past 
twenty-four hours there have arisen

fronting Italy may be solved in Hie 
near 
future by what at first sight 
teems almost incredible, the colicin- 
tlun of a general peace in Europe at 
a not distant date. 
While these retorts are Intangible 
and cannot at present he ascribed to 
a definite 
source, they nevertheless 
are reflected in high quarters ami they 
are given lined by careful observers 
of international politics. 
Among other reasons in support of 
this, the 
argument is offered that 
Rome is un excellent field for the 
conduct of negotiations of this nature. 
Brince von Buelow, one of the ublest 
of German diplomats, is in Rome as 
ambassador to Italy, and the official 
relations between Italy and Germany, 
uh well as between Italy and the pow­ 
ers of the Triple Fntente, are cor­ 
dial. 
In 
certain 
quarters in Rome the 
idea prevails that the advent of spring 
has not seen such resumption of ag­ 
gressive hostilities as had been prom­ 
ised, a fact regarded as significant. 
The Giornale D’ltalla publishes an 
interview with an unnamed neutral 
diplomat, who is quoted as saying: 
"That Italy will participate in the 
war has been decided on. What now 
Is necessary is clearly to agree on the 
delimitation and distribution of the 
easHyn coast on the Adriatic between 
Italy and the Slavs. 
"Italy cannot risk a war to drive 
out Austria from 
the Adriatic and 
have Austria replaced in a military 
sense, by the Russian advance guards. 
Therefore, Italy must have her stra 
teglc points completed by obtaining 
Avlona, Albania, across the Adriatic 
from Brindisi, with which she could 
dose the sea. Some Sluvs favor com­ 
plete disarmament in the Adriatic." 
The diplomat added that he thought 
Russia and Great Britain would suf­ 
fer less from the present war than 
from 
Hie 
antagonism by the two 
countries which he said would follow 
the war. 
Although members of 
the 
Papal 
Guard ami the higher lav officials of 
the Vatican are exempted from service 
In the Italian army, many of them 
have asked permission to enlist, in­ 
cluding 
Marquis Mon toro, standard 
bearer of the church, one of the high­ 
est officers held by a layman.
